HOUSING POLICY 


R. Macmillan’s first outline of housing policy, made last 
week, was keenly awaited. Two things were principally 
expected of him : that initial steps would be taken to redress 
the social injustice by which, for six years, those who need 
homes and are willing to buy them have been prevented in the 
main from so doing; and that an indication would be given of 
the means proposed to increase the numbers and lower the 
cost of houses continuing to be built by local authorities. 


As was to be expected, the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has met, and well met, the first requirement. 
The Labour Government’s restriction of private licences 
to a proportion varying from one in five to one in ten, however 
justifiable it might have been in the period immediately 
following the war, had long ceased to have other than a doctrin- 
aire value; not only had it an inflationary effect but it denied 
a need deeply implanted in the British character, the desire 
to own one’s home. Now, by permitting local authorities 
to grant up to one-half of their housing allocations as private 
licences (Scotland, with its special needs, remains at one- 
fifth), and by permitting the sale of Council houses to tenants, 
Mr. Macmillan has at one step redressed a social and an 
economic wrong, and the Opposition’s contribution to the 
debate in the House on Tuesday night showed evidence of 
intransigence rather than of realism. 


Mr. Macmillian cannot expect to produce many more 
houses by reason of this concession, though they should be 
built more quickly and may use “ off the ration” materials 
such as Colonial “‘ soft hardwoods”; the fact remains that 
the key. materials of bricks and cement are still limited by 
coal production. Nor will the Minister find that housing 
costs will be materially reduced. The policy of continuing 
to issue licences to individual applicants on the local authorities’ 
housing lists, necessary as it is, will largely prevent the 
economies secured by standardisation and by repetitive work,. 
particularly by the use of terraced houses. It is true that the 
circular issued to local authorities envisages the issue in 
suitable cases of a number of licences to a single builder to 
erect houses for approved occupiers, but competition among 
local builders for a share in the work may mean that schemes 
of a size sufficiently large to achieve the desired economies 
will be few. 


An administrative difficulty which the Minister is sure to 
come up against follows upon the permissive nature of the 
principle of licence allocation ; no doubt he is right not to 
meet trouble half-way, but he must be prepared to find cases 
where the intending private house-owner is denied a fair 
crack of the whip by his local authority, and to deal with them. 
Authorities themselves will also have difficulties. One 
is to ensure that licences are seen to go to those whose need 
is comparable to that of those on the lists for houses to let. 
Another will be to secure that standards of good design and 
construction in private housing are maintained. Clearer 
guidance will be required than has yet been issued. Reliance 
on the ordinary run of building bye-laws between the wars 
failed to prevent the erection of much housing which did not 
reach reasonable standards of construction, site layout and 
appearance. To allow, through indifference, privately built 
homes to fall below the post-war local authority house, with 
its general high standards of architecture and construction, 
would be te continue, though in a different form, the dis- 
crimination against the private owner-occupier which has 
been so distressing a feature of recent housing policy. Proper 
use must be made of skilful architects and sound builders. 


Less cause for satisfaction will be given Mr. Macmillan’s 
plans for local authority housing ; his. proposal to pass on to 
housing authorities the type plans prepared by the Ministry’s 
architects under the direction of his predecessor, Mr. Dalton, 
is likely, i in its present form, to make nonsense of the Govera- 
ment’s avowed aim to reach quickly an annual programme of 
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300,000 houses. These specimen plans are based on the 
provisions of Circular 38/51 of April last, which permit 
housing authorities to make certain reductions in the overall 
sizes of dwellings, provided room sizes are maintained at the 
Manual standards; the plans were shown at the Building 
Exhibition, and a selection issued by the Ministry is published 
and commented upon elsewhere in this issue.. In many 
cases the plans are open to criticism on the grounds of 
poor planning or on the score of extravagance, sometimes on 
both. It is not denied that these designs show economies on 
the over-sized houses of the previous administration ; the 
criticism is that they do not go far enough. Indeed, it may be 
questioned whether the able staff of the Ministry’s architects’ 
department could do better under conditions which required 
them to shrink the trousers of the housing suit but leave the 
jacket untouched. Every house has its proper scale, and if 
economies are to be made and scale maintained, the problem 
must be looked at unconditionally. An example of what 
happens when the problem is approached differently is 
Type Plan F 1; here, in order to maintain the bedrooms at 
Manual standards, an addition of no less than 67 sq. ft. in 
excess of Manual minima has had to be made to the ground- 
floor living space. Economies made by local authorities who 
strictly follow such designs will clearly be limited. These 
designs must surely be withdrawn. 

Municipal housing has now come up against a barrier, in 
the form of the Dudley Committee’s recommendations. No 
one disputes the value of that report (on which the Housing 
Manuals are based) and no one wishes lightly to.surrender 
the improved standards of planning which have so arduously 
been won. In present circumstances, however, shall we not 
all have to think again, remembering that the Dudley Com: 
mittee of 1944 sat under a sky made rosy by the glow of impend- 
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ing victory and that its report envisaged housing costs as 
likely to be a mere 30 per cent. up on 1939 rates? Theun- 
palatable fact is that housing costs are now well over 100 per 
cent. up, and will advance again in the New Year with the 
cost-of-living addition to wages. In housing, as in other 
things, it is no longer what we would but what we can afford. 

In these circumstances the proposal advanced by our con- 
temporary The Sunday Times must receive serious considera- 
tion. This is that it could be “‘a wise stroke of policy to 
re-appoint the Dudley Committee to consider the adjustment 
of minimum room-sizes and certain other minima for a 
limited period.” Many housing authorities would endorse 
such action; the dangers of slightly reduced standards of 
room sizes and heights are not so great as is often imagined, 
and recent practical experiments, such as the Ipswich house 
and our own competition, have shown beyond question that 
with expert architectural assistance the qualities necessary 
to make a good home can well be achieved within a smaller 
house. 

Precedent in any case exists in the fact that no less an 
authority than the London County Council has been given a 
dispensation to clip 15 sq. ft. off the principal bedroom of its 
flats. 

Failure to deflect the impact of rising costs on house build- 
ing by some radical change. for a strictly limited period, 
will inevitably mean the indefinite postponement of the annual 
programme of 300,000 houses which all must sincerely hope 
to achieve. If Mr. Macmillan, with his Department, will 
take positive, courageous action of the nature proposed, his 
‘* housing crusade ” will produce more houses. On the other 
hand, should he.continue in the compromise which is all that 
the present plan offers, not Sir Percy Mills nor a whole army 
of advisers can turn the housing target into a reality.

The shape of the living-room and the disposi- 
tion of doors and stairs are such that persons 
sitting in it will be interrupted by anyone 
going from hall or kitchen to the stairs, who 
must inevitably pass diagonally across the 
room to get there.

street, and thus has only one route to the 


back of the house. Whilst a trades’ entrance 
at the front of the house, giving access to the 
rear via a store and kitchen (see Type F1), is 
gaining general acceptance by tenants, it 
is a much longer and less desirable step to 
have the coals, cycles and refuse going in 
through the same door as the doctor and the 
parson. The housewife will hate it—and 
who will blame her? In her frequent walks. 
between kitchen and back garden, she 
becomes involved in the opening of four doors. 
—surely a record in house design ! 

The kitchen is much below Manual 
standards, being 71 sq. ft. instead of go sq. ft. 
[The Builder house kitchen is 83 sq. ft., and 
yet was criticised by a high Ministry Official 
as being too small.] In fact, as a working 
kitchen it seems almost adequate except that 
the independent boiler will scorch the side of 
the dresser. However, one fails to see here 
how the Ministry can claim that the Manual 
sizes are being maintained. 

Nine tenants out of ten would prefer to 
have a slow combustion back-boiler fire in the 
living-room with small radiators in kitchen 
and dining space rather than the independent 
boiler in the kitchen with only radiator- 
heating in the excessively large living-room. 

There is little fault to be found with the 
first-floor plan of Type A1, but to have bed- 
room sizes in Az an aggregate of 29 sq. ft. 
above Manual size proves the unsound 
economics of the two-bedroom type house 
whose store is within the main building. It is 
precisely this sort of waste that local authorities 
are seeking to avoid. Despite the excessive 
first-floor area, the w.c. is in the bathroom. 

TYPES B:1 AND B2.—The authors rather 
disingenuously call the completely enclosed 
room.in Br a “‘ space’; perhaps because the 
one thing it lacks is ‘‘ room.” No less than 
three doors open into or out of it, to say nothing 
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— of the staircase and a cupboard door. It is 

=| =H i actually a hall or large corridor in which, when 

encumbered with a dining-table, there is no 

‘ room for either gmall sideboard or trolley. 

As there are no radiators on the first floor, it 

is fairly certain that the efforts of the one 

radiator to hold at bay the draughts from the 

three doors would be largely dissipated up the 

stairs. B2 contains most of these disad- 

vantages but its relation to the kitchen és 

better, It is surprising, however, to find the 

FIRST Ministry recommending a working kitchen as 

small as 58 sq. ft. What has happened to 
the Dudley standards ? 

Once again we have the one entrance door 
from the street, the implications of which 
were dealt with under Types Ar and Az. 
The stores are more passages than stores and 
in the case of B1 an extremely long one at that! 

As in Type Az, bedroom sizes of both Br 
and B2 are excessive, and yet despite the first 
bedroom in Br being 18 sq. ft. larger than 
Manual requirements, the beds are in most 
peculiar positions, and it is impossible to 
place a double bed in a suitable position in the 
room at all. In aggregate, Type Br has a 
first-floor area 25 sq. ft. in excess of Manual 
size. 

Type Bz2 is 21 sq. ft. above Manual size 
on the first floor, and yet has the w.c. in the 
bathroom. Strange economics ! 

After a careful analysis of the Br and Bz 
plan types with their single-storey and two- 
storey projections, large numbers of cup-

supposed. 

If, however, the faults in the two-bedroom 
house types prove even to the Ministry that 
these types are fundamentally uneconomical, 
and as a result local authorities be allowed 
to build a greater number of small three- 
bedroom houses, the issue of the plans may 
prove to have been worth while. It is just 
not true te say that a family would like to have 
a two-bedroom house at first, and then move 
to a three-bedroom house when the family 
begins to increase. What the average family 
wants is a three-bedroom house to start with 
where, if the children are of different sex, they 

FIRST FLOOR can be segregated,” and where there is a 
reasonable chance of having relatives to stay 

a few nights without completely disorganising 

the household. 

TYPE F1.—Of the five types under con- 
sideration, this is the only one whose planning 
is basically sound. The first-floor plan is 
adequate and reasonably economical, and on 
the ground floor the trades’ door avoids the 
major disadvantages suffered in the other 
types. 

The dining-kitchen is 21 sq. ft. larger than 
it need be, and yet the position of the dining- 
table is unfortunate, surrounded as it is by 
kitchen equipment. Long distances have to 
be travelled by the housewife from dresser 

,and larder to worktop, sink and _ cooker. 

‘With such a dining-kitchen it should be 

possible to dine on occasions in the living- 

room, away from the sink and cooker, and a

Martin, Ludgate, the Dean and Chapter 
of St. Paul’s; St. Lawrence Jewry, the 
City Corporation; St. Mary Abchurch, 
Corpus Christi College, Cambridge; St.

Abbey, the Archbishop of Canterbury.

BRITISH COUNCIL’S ACTIVITIES 


A GLANCE through the British Council’s 
annual report for the year ended March 31 
last shows that architecture and allied 
subjects received relatively scant attention 
among the Council’s multifarious activities. 
Nevertheless, the council did organise a 
certain number of overseas lectures on 
“ Fine Art and Architecture,” and under 
this heading addresses ‘were given by 
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Mr. Anthony M. Chitty, F.R.I.B.A., 
A.M.T.P.I., on “‘ Architecture and Town 
Planning,” in Yugoslavia; by Mr. Hugh 
Casson, F.R.I.B.A., on “ Architecture of 
the 1951 Exhibition,” in. Eire; by Mr. 
D. E. Gibson, A.R.I.B.A., A.M.T.P.I., on 
‘** Replanning of Coventry,” also in Eire ; 
and by Mr. F. R. S. Yorke, F.R.I.B.A., 
on “Town Planning,” in Finland. and 
Denmark. 

The British Council also held a town 
planning exhibition in various centres in 
New Zealand and in the American zone 
of Germany, an exhibition of books, 
concerned with civil engineering, archi- 
tecture and town planning, in Lisbon, 
and organised a course on ‘‘ Town and 
Country Planning in Scotland.” 


CAMBRIDGE PRESERVATION 


THE twenty-second annual report of the 
Cambridge Preservation Society records 
that the year was memorable for the 
transfer of the Leper Chapel on the 
Newmarket Road by the University to 
the custody of the Society. Built appar- 
ently about 1125, it has had a chequered 
history, which is briefly recorded in the 
report’s pages. Mr. James Macgregor, 
F.R.I.B.A., has reported on the condition 
of the building and advised on the work 
to be done to put it in good order. 
A reproduction is given of an etching of 
the exterior of the chapel made in 1818 
by J. S. Cotman, together with a photo- 
graph of the interior as it is to-day. The 
report, which contains a general review 
of the work of the Society for the year 
ended June 30, 1951, together with a 
statement of accounts and a list of 
members, is issued from Cambridgeshire 
House, 7, Hills-road, Cambridge.

L.C.C. LOSES APPEAL CASE 


Mr. GeEorGE ROLLASON, of Victoria- 
drive, Wimbledon, was notified on Tues- 
day of the success of his appeal against 
the London County Council’s proposal to 
build 11-storey flats within 150 ft. of his 
home. Mr. Rollason objected to the 
height and siting of the flats, which he 
said threatened the privacy of his home 
and the value of his house. His appeal 
was heard before a tribunal of which the 
president was Mr. Wm. Hanbury Aggs, 
at the County Hall on November 8, his 
chief witness being Sir Pairick Aber- 
crombie. The tribunal stated that they 
had directed that the L.C.C. should pay 
his costs in the appeal “to be taxed as 
between party and party.” 

Mr. Rollason said, ‘‘ I regard the award 
as a triumph for the rights of the private 
owner against the largest municipal 
housing body in the world.” 

“The decision of the tribunal may 
mean that the whole site will have to. be 
replanned,”’? commented an architect and 
planning authority. With the reduction 
in height from 11 storeys to nine storeys, 
the density of population—and consequent 
financial return—will be affected, and the 
block in question may have to be built 
elsewhere on the site.”

BATTLE OF BRITAIN MEMORIAL 
Suggested Use of Temple Bar 


a suggestions have lately been made in the Press 

for a memorial in London of the Battle of Britain, but 
none, we think, more appropriate than that put forward in a 
letter to The Times last week by the Dean of St. Paul’s. He 
rightly pointed out that we are “‘ neither in the mood nor the 
position to erect a costly new triumphal arch, as our fore- 
fathers might have done,” and suggested that a worthy memorial 
could be created by the re-erection of Temple Bar as an 
entrance to the precincts of St. Paul’s, in accordance with 
a plan prepared by Dr. Charles Holden, which we reproduce 
herewith. This, it will be seen, provides for the placing of 
the Bar on a site in Newgate-street on the axis of the north 
transept of the Cathedral, and forming a paved court or 
memorial way leading to a formal open space within the 
churchyard. 


The scheme is of course bound up with the redevelopment 
of this devastated area, and there would be buildings in Newgate- 
street on either side of the Bar, with elevations to the paved 
court and towards the north front of the Cathedral. As the 
drawing shows, these buildings would be higher than the Bar 
but would not unduly dominate it; nor, perhaps, would it 
matter much if they did, for the idea is not to re-erect the Bar 
as a memorial in itself but to provide a dignified entrance to a 
pedestrian way which, while serving as a Battle of Britain 
memorial, will open up a fine axial view of the dominating mass 


of the Cathedral beyond. 


The scheme has much to commend it for, as Dr. Matthews 
has written, it would commemorate the Battle of Britain in the 
precincts of St. Paul’s, ‘‘ where the Cathedral itself stands as a 
majestic witness both to the valour in the air and the resolution 
on the ground which prevented its destruction, and thus, as 
it were, epitomises the victory.” 


Besides helping to improve the surroundings of the Cathedral 
the scheme has the merit of bringing back to London a justly 
admired example of the work of Wren to serve again a useful 
purpose, in close relation to his masterpiece. The whole 
scheme, in fact, is not only appropriate in site and conception 
but in its lack of extravagance and ostentation completely 
in harmony with the spirit of the times. 


Temple Bar, it may be recalled, was. set up as an entrance 
gate to Theobald’s Park, Cheshunt, Herts, by Sir Henry 
Bruce Meux, in 1877, after lying about in pieces in a yard in 
Farringdon-road for nearly ten years following its removal 
from the western end of Fleet-street, where it had become an 
obstacle to the free flow of traffic.’ Proposals have often been 
made to bring it back to London. Nearly two years ago Mr. Ian 
Gilmour, the present owner, offered to give it back to the 


City if a suitable site could be found, an offer he has now 
repeated. One suggestion was that it should be set up at the 
foot of Ludgate-hill, on the removal of the railway bridge as 
contemplated under the City replanning scheme; another 
that it should be re-erected at the Embankment end of Middle 
Temple-lane. The present suggestion is by far the best that 
has ever been put forward and should receive general support. 
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THE GOVERNMENT'S HOUSING POLICY 
Plans Outlined to Housing Authorities 


Comers outlining the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government’s 
policy in regard (a) to mew house designs, 
and (b) houses to be built under licence 
and houses for owner-occupiers, were 
issued to all housing authorities and 
county councils on November 27. 
Following is the full text of the Circulars: 


NEW HOUSE DESIGNS—1952 
PROGRAMME 


In Circucar 70/51 the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government states that he has 
been considering how to increase the number 
of houses which can be built, in order to 
meet more quickly the needs of the many 
families who want homes. It is clear to him 
that, if this is to be done, more houses must 
be obtained from the available materials, 
labour, and money. 

z. To help local authorities to build as 
many good houses as possible with the available 
resources, several specimen designs have 
been prepared of houses with rooms and 
living space fully up to present Manual 
standards but with a superficial area of less 
than goo sq. ft. for a three-bedroom house 
for five persons and 750 sq. ft. for a two- 
bedroom house. 

3. In order that the authority may take 
these new types into consideration at once, 
in connection with their building programme 
for 1952, brief descriptions of them are given 
in the appendix to this circular.* The speci- 
men designs will be published in a supple- 
ment to the 1949 Housing Manual which will 
be circulated to local authorities as soon as 
it can be printed. 

4. The Minister has no doubt that, pend- 
ing the receipt of this supplement, the 
authority’s professional advisers will be able 
to produce plans to achieve the desired 
purposes ; but if photostat copies of any of 
the designs would enable the authority to 
proceed where otherwise they would have to 
defer action, these will be supplied on applica- 
tion to the Principal Regional Officer. 

5. Houses to these new designs take less 
materials and are cheaper to build than the 
types which have us ally been built by local 
authorities in recent years, and which have a 
larger total superficial area but not necessarily 
bigger rooms. Lower capital costs should be 
reflected in lower rents. 

6. There is also a reasonable prospect 


that houses to the new designs may be’ 


completed more quickly. If this proves to 
be the case and the authority are able to 
build more houses than the number allocated 
to them for 1952, the Minister will, later in 
the year, be prepared to make them an 
additional allocation. ~ 

7. The Minister requests the authority to 
give early consideration to the inclusion of 
appropriate numbers of two- and three-bed- 
room houses planned on. these lines in their 
1952 programme. He hopes that they will 
adopt the new designs for all such houses as 
have not already been planned to an advanced 
stage.

HOUSES TO BE BUILT UNDER 
LICENCE 


HOUSES FOR OWNER-OCCUPIERS 


In CircuLaR 73,51 the Minister of Hous-. 


ing and Local Government states that he has 
had under review the general housing position 
and the execution of the housing programme. 

2. The Minister considers that there should 
be three main objectives— 

(1) The maintenance of an adequate 
supply of houses available for. letting to 
families in need of houses. 

(2) A greater discretion to individual 
local authorities to meet the varied needs of 
different districts. 

(3) The encouragement of house owner- 
ship for those who wish to acquire their 
own homes. 

3. The total number of houses which can 
be allocated to local authorities will be re- 
viewed from time to time in the light of 
actual building progress. 

4. The Minister does not desire that there 
should be any disturbance in the arrangements 
which local authorities may have already 
made for building houses in 1952. 

5. He has, however, decided that the time 
has now come when the distribution of houses 
allocated as between houses to be built by the 
local authority and houses to be built under 
licence can to a larger extent be left to each 
local authority to determine in the light of 
their knowledge of the needs of the district 
and that it should now be open to each local 
authority after considering the needs of their 
district to issue licences up to a maximum 
of one-half of their 1952 allocation. Arrange- 
ments for the following year will be reviewed 
in the light of experience of the first year’s 
working. 

6. The conditions under which licences 
are issued and some considerations which it 
is suggested should be taken into account by 





+ Note: Whole-house heating is an innovation in 
houses of this size in this country Experimental 
houses incorporating these facilities have been erected 
for the Ministry of Fuel and Power and have proved 
popular with their occupants.

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local authorities in the issue of licences are 
set out in the Appendix to this Circular. 


7. The Minister understands that in some 
districts the building of houses under licence 
has been hampered by difficulties in obtaining 
land. Under Section 73 (c) of the Housing 
Act, 1936, as amended by Section 1 of and 
the First Schedule to the Housing Act, 1949, 
local authorities have power to acquire 
for its lease or sale with a view to erection of 
houses thereon by persons other than the 
local authority. The Minister will be pre- 
pared to consider. applications for sanction 
to loans for this purpose when the local 
authority are satisfied that such action is 
necessary to secure the provision of houses for 
persons in need of homes. 


8. House ownership can be encouraged by 
local authorities by the exercise of the powers 
which have been given to local authorities 
under the Small Dwellings Acquisition Acts 
and the Housing Acts for this purpose. These 
powers have already been extensively used 
by many local authorities and the Minister 
hopes that all local authorities will give 
sympathetic consideration to applications 
made to them by persons who desire to build 
or acquire their own houses for the use of 
these facilities. He will be ready to sanction 
loans to enable local authorities to exercise 
these statutory powers. 

9. Local authorities have also power with 
the consent of the Minister to sell houses 
which they have themselves provided under 
the Housing Acts. The Minister will be 
prepared to consider applications from local 
authorities for permission to sell houses. A 
further communication will be sent to the 
Iccal authority in the near future as to the 
procedure to be adopted in making applica- 
tions for consent. 


APPENDIX TO CIRCULAR No. 73/51 


BUILDING OF HOUSES UNDER 
LICENCE 


1. Houses may be built under licence 
either for letting or for sale. When it is 
proposed to build houses for letting it will 
often not be possible to identify in advance 
the actual persons who are to occupy the 
houses though it will usually be possible to 
ascertain for what kind of worker the house is 
intended. When houses are to be built for 
sale, licences should not be issued in respect 
of houses for sale to unknown purchasers. 
Houses built under licence must go and be 
seen to go to persons with a housing need 
comparable to that served by houses built 
by the authority. 

2. Each licence should relate to not more 
than one structurally separate building, e.g., 
a single house or a pair of semi-detached 
houses. In suitable cases a number of licences 
can be issued to a single builder building 
a number of houses for approved occupiers. 

3. The plans and outline specification 
should be approved by the local authority. 
“The general specification and the amount of 
supervision exercised should be equivalent 
to those laid down in the scheme operated by 
the National Housebuilders Registration 
oo (82, New Cavendish-street, London, 

-1). 

4. The use of scarce materials should not 
be permitted to a greater extent than that 
adopted by the authority in their own houses 
size for size. The use of the more expensive 
substitutes for such materials and for the 
fittings generally used should be encouraged. 

5. The maximum superficial area of a 
house built under licence should be 1,500 sq. 
ft. In determining the size and type of 
house to be built under licence the local 
authority should have regard to the size and 
composition of the family for whom it is 
intended. : 

6. The condition that construction must be 
started within two months of the da.e of issue 
of the licence is cancelled, but appropriate 
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SIR PERCY MILLS, whose appoint-

administrative action should be taken to 
ensure that persons to whom licences are 
issued are in fact ready to start work within 
a reasonable period. 

7. The issue of licences available should be 
spread by the local authority over the relative 
period so as to facilitate smooth progress and 
to avoid dislocation of the local building pro- 
gramme. 

8. Arrangements may be made by mutual 
agreement between local authorities to deal 
with applications from a person living in one 
district who desires to move to another dis- 
trict and to build a house there for his own 
occupation. In such cases a licence may be 
issued by the authority in whose area the house 
is to be builf*on the understanding that the 
licence is chargeable against the quota of the 
authority for the district in which the appli- 
cant at present lives. The issue of this licence 
should be shown in the records of the latter 
authority and not in those of the authority 
by whom it is actually issued. Such arrange- 
ments agreed between the authorities do not 
require the approval of the Department. 

9. Every house in respect of which a 

licence is issued must be subject to a limit. of 
building cost, and to a condition prescribing 
the maximum selling price and rent charge- 
able. \ 
10. The figure included in the licence itself 
is the amount of expenditure authorised to be 
incurred in pursuance of the licence by the 
person to whom the licence is issued. In 
determining the figure tobe included in the 
licence the local authority should have due 
regard to the gost of building Council houses 
in the distrft but should make suitable 
allowance for differences in size, for any 
special circumstances arising out of the cost 
of building on particular sites, e.g., building 
in stone to harmonise with the neighbouring 
village, or when the cost of the land or its 
development is abnormal, or for the specifica- 
tion to which the house is proposed to be 
built or for any other differences in conditions 
which appear to them to be relevant. 

It will indeed be desirable for the authority 
to give all possible encouragement to pro- 
posals for using alternative materials to those 
which are known to be scarce. By so doing 
they will diminish the drain upon materials 
required for their own houses. Similar 
considerations apply to the use of alternative 
fittings and equipment for the houses. Where 
such proposals are received and involve 
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additional cost the authority should recognise 
this factor in fixing the amount of the licence. 


14. There are circumstances in which it 
will be proper and desirable to issue a supp!e- 
mentary licence. The holder of the licence 
may be put to unavoidable additional expen- 
diture between the time when the licence is 
issued and the completion of the house, e.g., 
there may be rises in the ruling rates of wages 
and materials or it may be found necessary or 
desirable to substitute more expensive 
materials or equipment during the building 
of the house. 

Supplementary licences, where necessary, 
should be sought and issued before the works 
are completed, and the authority should take 
such appropriate action as they can to deal 
with this matter. 

12. The approved maximum sale price is to 
be determined by the authority and should 
represent what in their opinion is the fair 
price for the completed house based on the 
cost of building, land, development and other 
costs incidental to building a house. When a 
supplementary licence is issued the Minister 
is advised that it is competent to the authority 
to reassess and restate the maximum selling 
price on the supplementary licence: a+ cor- 
responding entry should be made in the Land 
Charges Register. 

Attention is also directed to the provisions 
of section 43 (1) and (5) of the Housing Act, 
1949. 


THE MINISTER ELABORATES 
HIS HOUSING POLICY 


Mr. MAcMILLaN elaborated his policy for 
housing which he had unfolded in the House 
of Commons on November 27 at a Press 
conference held the next morning. No 
property, he said, was more suitable for the 
creation of a property-owning democracy 
than house property, and it was this policy 
which the Government hoped to pursue. He 
also hoped that the new designs of space- 
saving houses now being sent to local 
authorities for guidance would lead to the 
wide creation of what he termed the “‘ people’s 
house.” The chief aim was to set in motion 
a housing crusade. 

Referring to the scarcity of labour and 
materials, he added that it would be necessary 
as in wartime to use all methods of improvisa- 
tion, adaptation, and ingenuity. Sir Percy 
Mills, at present chairman of the National 
Research Development Corporation, had 
agreed to make his services available to assist 
the housing drive. He would act as an 
honorary adviser on steps to increase the 
tempo and hasten production of house 
building. 


NEW RATES PERMISSIVE 


Mr. Macmillan then spoke on the new 
ratio of private to local authority housing. 
He said it should be made clear that this was 
permissive, and not mandatory. A local 
authority could allot up to half its building 
programme to private enterprise or could 
retain that portion or part of it, for the 
building of council houses. It was the right 
and duty of the local authority to make 
decision between the two elements. 

There were four pillars in this ‘‘ temple of 
freedom ”’; the permissive .character; need ; 
price; and size. It would be necessary for 
local authorities to agree to price, but he did 
not want this kept too niggardly, fox if a 
purchaser desired to use more expensive 
materials readily available in place of less 
expensive, but scarce materials, this should 
be encouraged. “I hope that this general 
policy will increase the total of houses built, 
and will claw back into the house building 
trade some part of the building industry that 
has left it,” added the Minister. 

The increased ratio of private building 
would be highly deflationary, for each private 
house would relieve the local rates of £5 10s, 
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a year, and the taxpayer of £16 a year, as 
well as being an investment to the pur ; 
It was as part of this policy that local authori- 
ties would be allowed to sell their existing 
houses to suitable tenants. There had been 
legal provision for this for many years, 
depending on the permission of the Minister, 
which, for the last six years, had consistently 
been refused, but he [Mr. Macmillan] was 
prepared to give that perm‘ssion where there 
were safeguards as to resale. 


MAINTENANCE OF DUDLEY 
STANDARDS 


The designs now being issued to local 
authorities conformed to the recommendations 
of the Dudley committee and their design 
was initiated by his predecessor, to whom he 
paid tribute in this matter, Mr. Macmillan 
continued. It was hoped to show sample 
housesat the forthcoming Ideal Home Exhibi- 
tion in March. ‘These would comprise one 
three-bedroom house, one two-bedroom house, 
and one old people’s dwelling. He mentioned 
similar plans developed privately, such as the 
Ipswich and Northampton houses, but 
remarked, ‘“‘I do not want the rate-subsidised 
houses to depart from the Dudley Com- 
mittee’s standards. But in the other half, or 
in the proportion of the other half that the 
local authorities allocate to. private building, 
there will be the opportunity for experiments 
and houses on the lines of the Northampton 
and Ipswich houses, and I hope, many others. 
And I hope that this competition will be 
good for all of us.” 

Between the last quarter of 1948 and the 
third quarter of 1951, there had been a 
reduction in the building of three-bedroom 
houses from 75 per cent. to 49 per cent. of the 
total, while two-bedroom houses had risen 
from 16 to 39 per cent., and bungalows from 
5 to 8.6 per cent. What young people wanted 
today was a two-bedroom house which they 
could get quickly, and perhaps move later to 
a larger one. Private builders would be able 
to build any house that complied with local 
bye-laws, which were far less restrictive than 
official Government standards, but many 
builders would want to build the smaller 
house. He was unable to say when the 
Town and Country Planning Act would be 
revised, but that should not hold back 
private building, for there was a good deal of 
“ripe” and “ near-ripe”’ land available. 

Questioned as to the designs which were 
being issued to local authorities, one of 
which appeared to have over 60 sq. ft. on the 
ground floor in excess of Housing Manual 
standards, and others which appeared to be 
excessive in area or to have defects in planning, 
Mr. Macmillan said that these plans were not 
enforceable on local authorities ; they were 
only guides. 

Asked whether he or his Parliamentary 
Secretary (Mr. Marples) had _ personally 
visited the Ipswich or Northampton houses, 
both of which had been built for a sum in 
the region of £1,100, the Minister said that 
these houses were 178q. ft. and 49 sq. ft. 
respectively below the Dudley standards, 
and as such lay outside the policy he was 
adopting. 


Sir Percy MILts, who has been invited to 
act as adviser on housing matters to the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
is the managing director of W. and T. Avery, 
Ltd., and chairman of the National Research 
Development Corporation. He was controller- 
general of Machine Tools from 1940 to 1944 
and head of the Production Division, Ministry 
of Production, from 1943-44. In 1944 he 
was appointed to the post of president of the 
Economic Sub-Commission of the British 
Element of the Control Commission for 
Germany, which post he relinquished in 
1946, and in the following year ‘was elected 
president of the Birmingham Chamber of 
Commerce for 1947-48. 
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HOUSING DEBATE 


Labour Party Protest

dress debate on housing policy. It arose 
on the following motion, moved on behalf 
of the Opposition. by Mr. DaLTonN:— 

“That this House deplores the we ante of His 
Majesty’s Government to increase the proportion of 
new houses to be sold, thug reducing the number 
available to be let in accordance with need, and so 
prolonging the time which those on local authority 

ousing lists with greatest need must: wait before 

being rehoused; and also deplores the proposal to 
sell houses now owned by loca] authorities, since 
this also must reduce the pool available for letting 
to families of limited means,” 

He said that the Labour Party had no 
objection to the principle of people owning 
their own houses, but it was important: to 
consider whether an extension of house 
ownership at this time was going to be the 
same as giving additional houses to those 
who most needed them. The effect of the 
-Government’s policy would be frequently to 
let new houses pass into the hands of per- 
sons whose needs were not greatest but who 
‘could afford to buy or to borrow the money 
to buy a house, 

Referring to licences for private building, 
Mr. Dalton said a circular had been issued 
that could mean that in 1953 more than 
half the housing allocation might be put 
out to private builders for sale, which might 
show the way to complete supersession of 
local authority building in many areas. 
Would any pressure be put on local authori- 
ties who were disinclined to take advantage 
of this new permission to raise the percent- 
age from one-fifth to ‘one-half? 

The lack of control over the standards of 
private building would become a much 
more serious matter if the general rule of 
one in two was to become accepted because 
the number of houses built without the 
Dudley formula would greatly increase. He 
feared that the next stage would be to say 
to the local authorities that as most of the 
houses had been built without the formula 
they could do without it altogether or modify 
it. H the development of this policy was 
going to lead to a substantial increase in 
the proportion of houses outside the present 
Dudley formula, it was well worth censider- 
ing whether some additional controls should 
not be applied to new houses for sale or 
letting by private owners. 

The circular to local authorities issued 
by Mr. Macmillan had talked about com- 
parable housing need. Did that mean that 
among the many citizens wanting houses 
there would be two classes, the first with the 
power to buy or borrow, and the second 
which could not? Then, of course, those in 
the first class with lesser need could come 
before those in the second class with greater 
need. Many local authorities were con- 
cerned at the possibility of people who could 
afford to buy a house jumping over others 
who could not. What conditions did Mr. 
Macmillan propose to attach to the sale of 
council houses? Piecemeal sales on a 
council estate would create serious diffi- 
culties in the administration of the estate 
in a number of ways. 


Mr. Macmillan’s Reply 


Mr. H. MACMILLAN, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government moved the following 
amendment : — 


“That this House welcomes the decision of His 
Majesty’s Government, as part of a determined 
and overdue attack upon the housing problem,. to 
enceurage improvements in the design of council 
houses, without reducing standards, thereby enabling 
a larger number to be -built from the materials 
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available; to give a greater discretion to local 
authorities to decide their housing policy in accord- 
ance with local needs; and to encourage, with 
proper safeguards, the ownership of houses by an 
ever-increasing number of His Majesty’s subjects.” 
The Opposition motion was, he thought, 
limited, dealing ‘with only two of the three 
decisions announced, namely, the change in 
the ratio between public and private build- 
ing and the sale of local authority houses, 
and made no mention of the design of coun- 
cil houses, with respect to accommodation. 
The department had been working on designs 
within the Dudley formula, and at the Ideal 
Home Exhibition, next February, it was 
hoped to-have on view a three-bedroom 
house and a two-bedroom house so that the 
public might judge for themselves.. A fear 
had been expressed that the houses built for 
sale might be “ jerry-built” but the stand- 
ard must.be equivalent to that laid down by 
the National House Builders Registration 
Council, and planning authorities would 
prevent any repetition of mean_ streets 
and dreary suburbs. Finally, the existing 
control. of resale would be maintained. 


It was false to suggest that because some 
of the houses would be of simpler type, as 
they ought to be, they would fall into the 
“jerry-built” category. Many _ people 
thought that concentration on three-bedroom 
houses had been carried too far. The Ministry 
ought not to lay down the exact proportions 
of two- and three-bedroom houses. He 
would give guidance, but the local authori- 
ties, who had the requisite knowledge of 
local conditions must accept the responsi- 
bility. 

There had been a.widespread misunder- 


standing about the maximum permitted. 


ratio. Many people had thought it was the 
Government’s intention to instruct local 
authorities that they must hand over to 
private building a proportion, formerly one 
in five, now to be one in two, of the alloca- 
tion they received. That was not the case 
-and never had been. These ratios had 
always been permissive, ard the only 
mandatory instruction to local authorities 
was that they must use one half of the allo- 
cations for houses to rent. They would 
have the same discretion as they did when 
the ratio was one in five, and all he had 
done was to increase the area of their 
discretion. - 

The ratio was permissive, and“maintained 
the same safeguards, but he would consider 
any further safeguards which could be 
suggested. 

It was said that the sale of any house now 
occupied by a tenant automatically reduced 
the pool of houses_to rent. Could the 
Opposition seriously maintain that the sale 
of a privately owned house to a tenant did 
not take it out of the field of tenancy, and 

‘only the sale of a municipally owned house 
did? That argument did not stand a 
moment’s test. 

Mr. Jay said the sale from a_ local 
authority to a private owner took the hous: 
out of the field of allocation to let accord- 
ing to need, and reduced the pool. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said the pool of tenancy 
was as much reduced under one system as 
under the other. 


He went on to say that the Government 
wished to see the widest possible distribu- 
tion of property. Of all forms of property 
suitable for such distribution, house 
property was one of the best. 

Criticising the Government’s policy, MR. 
ANEURIN BEVAN said that he had never 
taken a doctrinaire point of view about 
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houses for sale. He had never felt .there 
was anything wrong or unsocialistic in a 
person owning a house—but he thought it 
was wrong to own somebody else’s, Thé 
selling of houses by local authorities did not 
fit in with the national economic needs, The 
late Government had adopted the policy of 
letting houses because they wanted the 
workers of all grades to have security of 
tenure, and so that they could moye to 
other jobs instead of being mulcted by 
forced selling of their property. He had 
always thought it was fot a good thing to 
encourage people, when building up their 
families, to tie heavy mortgages around their 
heads which usually they could not meet. 

Mr. Hott asked if the Minister could 
make a statement soon about his policy 
for maintaining, in a habitable condi- 
tion, houses which did not belong to local 
authorities. If he could deal with the 
housing difficulties with fairness and justice, 
could tackle restrictive practices and price - 
rings on the employers side and encourage 
the labour force to get back to its pre-war 
productivity he would have earned the grati- 
tude of the country and the esteem of the 
House. 

Mr. Doucurty, in a maiden speech, said 
that the Rent Restriction Acts were a cause 
of deterioration of houses. The Acts should 
be swept away and replaced by one single 
Act which was less incomprehensible and 
more up to date. 

A Practical Approach ; 

Mr. WALKER-SMITH suggested that it 
might be possible to evolve a bulk licence 
system for private building, provided that 
the occupiers of such houses were persons 
from an approved local authority list. That 
would help to combine technical advantage 
with social aspect in the allocation of hous- 
ing needs. 

Speaking of more houses for private sale, 
Mr. McNet said that no matter for whom 
or by whom they were built, they would 
depend upon the availability of labour and 
materials, provided that the Government did 
not intend to reduce standards or size and 
intended to honour obligations to defence, 
industry and social services. 

Mr. Stuart, Secretary of State for Scot- 
land, said that licences for private enter- 
prise building in Scotland had been issued 
at the rate of 2,000 a year and the Govern- 
ment intended to double that figure. He 
was prepased to consider applications by 
local authorities who wished to sell houses, 
and a circular giving them guidance would 
be issued shortly. m 

The Government wished to encourage the 
small builder. It was not the case that the 
chance to buy houses would be. given at 
the expense of those who wanted to rent 
houses. bs 


We were short of building materials and 
in order to build more houses there might 
have to be some slight change in. the alloca- 
tion. The Government would also see that 
alternative materials, such as hard woods for 
floors, which might cost more, were used 
in the privately built houses. 

He could assure Mrs. Bevan that the 
Government would not be prejudiced; their 
aim was simply to see more houses built and 
to encourage the builders to greater efforts.

GRAY’S INN HALL REBUILT 


EDWARD MAUFE, RA, ARCHITECT 
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RAY’S INN received its full 
share of the bombs which fell 
: in London during the war, and the 
Pe BB ~ hall, the chapel and house prem- 
s ises, the library, and the whole of 
the south and west sides of South- 
square (except for one house) were 
destroyed ; Warwick House, parts of 
Gray’s Inn-place, nine houses in 
Gray’s Inn-square and two houses 
in Raymond-buildings were also 
lost. 

The most serious loss was, of 
course, the hall, which was “ re- 
edified”’ in 1556 (six. years before 
Middle Temple hall began) and 
completed in 1559. It was burnt 
out in May, 1941, only the four walls 
being left standing. Its reinstate- 
ment has been placed by the Hon- 
ourable Society of Gray’s Inn in the 
forefront of the programme of 
reconstruction which has_ been 
planned for the Benchers by Mr. 
Edward Maufe, R.A., F.R.I.B.A., 
whose new building was opened on 
Wednesday by H.R.H. the Duke of 
Gloucester, himself a Bencher of the 
Inn. The hall internally will be 
substantially as it was, with the 
screen and all the old stained glass 
which were removed to safety before 
the blitz. Some major improve- 
ments have, however, been made, 
in which the architect has admir- 
ably succeeded in retaining the 
spirit and character of the original 
building :— 

(1) A new south bay has been 
constructed, being the gift of the 
American Bar Association, and this 
gift has been recorded in stained 
glass in the new bay by the American 
coat of arms and the words of 
Cicero: VERUS AMICUS EST 
TANQUAM ALTER IDEM. 























On the left is the site plan. Those 
buildings which are tinted have (with the 
exception of the hall) escaped war- 
damage. Below is a lead rainwater 
head bearing a griffin, emblem of the Inn. 
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A view from the south of the rebuilt hall. To the right is seen the commencement of the house premises which will eventually lead to 
the library, to be rebuilt on the east side of South-square. The elevational drawing shown below was drawn by the architect in 1943 
during the blitz. The trees shown have recently been removed as they were held to be dangerous.

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(2) A golden griffin, the emblem of the Inn, has been 
emblazoned on the internal ceiling of the lantern. (This 
is the gift of the architect). 

(3) Service rooms, plate rooms, wine cellars, etc., have 
been formed in the undercroft—formerly only stores. 

(4) Antique brass candelabra and cornice lighting (instead 
of Victorian pendants) have been added for the artificial 
lighting. 

The other work now proceeding is the rebuilding of the 
house premises which are the Benchers’ quarters adjoining 
the hall (illustrated in The Builder of May 7, 1943), and which 
will later lead on to the library to be built on the east side 
of South-square. 

A new three-arched entrance to the house premises is 
being formed instead of the old blitzed Victorian accretions, 
and on the pediment above this entrance will be carved the 
arms of Gray of Wilton, the former owners of this Manor. 
The statue of Bacon, by Pomeroy, and its pedestal also 
suffered in the blitz of May, 1941. The bronze has been 
beautifully repaired and a new pedestal has been made with 
inscriptions as before.

Work to be done in future includes a gatehouse for War- 
wick-court (illustrated in The Builder for May 11 this year). 
The architect has presented a pair of stone griffins for this, 
and these are being temporarily “ stored’ on the existing 
gate piers to Fullwood-passage. ‘They have been carved 
by Mr. Vernon Hill. 

There follow some notes on the 
article in Graya by Mr. Maufe :— 

The excavations for the underpinning of the walls of the 
hall brought to light some interesting facts as to the structure 
itself. ‘The foundations of the hall started approximately 
10 in. below the level of the old undercroft, and consisted of a 
man-made chalk bed, some 25 in. deep, resting on the virgin 
gravel sub-soil. The walls generally were constructed of a 
9 in. external and a 9 in. internal skin of brick with the space 
between filled with chalk and flints to make up the full 
thickness of walls which vary between 3 ft. and 3 ft. 9 in. 
in thickness. This method of building was a not uncommon 
dodge, done in order to economise the number of bricks 
required. 

With regard to the pointed brick arches I see no reason to 

Roof and panelling are made from 
English Wealden oak from Kent, cut from trees 200 years old. 
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suppose that these were anything but normal relieving arches 
constructed to transmit the weight of the wall above on to the P { 
bridkwork on each side, thus “ relieving ’’ the weight from 
coming on the windows and openings below them. These 
relieving arches go right through the full thickness of the 
original walls, all as one would expect. 
The reason why these relieving arches do not show extern- 
ally, either on the north or south, appears to be because it is 
evident that the whole of the north and south sides of the 
hall—walls and buttresses—were at some period given a WIN 
“ new look” in the form of a 44 in. brick skin. The ENR 
question arises as to when this refacing was carried out ; iia. 
it would seem probable that it is part of the “ re-edifying” 
of the hall which is recorded as having been completed 
in 1559, 
Though the hall is being rebuilt as it was, and all old work 
is being revered, the opportunity has not been lost of making 
the obvious imprevements.

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bay window was not originally built in this position, because 
in those days it would not have been considered safe to open 
such a large window in this direction for, in the middle 
of the sixteenth century, there was no access to Holborn ; 
the entrance to what is now Gray’s Inn-square (then Chapel- 
ccurt) being only from Gray’s Inn-lane. A bay window 
could not be formed later on this south side owing to the fact 
that ugly Victorian lavatories had been built against the south 
wall of the hall in this position. These having been des- 
troyed in the blitz, we are now free to build a great bay 
window on the south, equal to, and even better than, the 
original bay window on the north, which, with its stained 
glass, is being put kack all as it was.

WINNING DESIGN : ARCHITECT: 
ENRICO DE PIERRO, BArch.(McGill) 


HE assessors in the open architectural 

competition for plans for a College 
of Further Education at Poole have made 
their award, which will be found (together 
with the winner’s report) on page 801. 
There were 153 designs submitted. 

Of the design placed first (No. 425), 
the assessors say: The building is well 
placed on the site, leaving the maximum 
residual area for outdoor recreation. The 
site layout and landscaping are com- 
petently contrived and will enhance the 
prospect of the school when completed. 
The planning fulfils the accommodation 
conditions ; the circulation is economic, 
simple and direct, and the association of 
the classroom, laboratory and workshop 
areas is particularly well conceived. The 
first instalment is compact and well- 
arranged and will be of good appearance 
as a separate entity until future instalments 
are added. 


The elevations are a straightforward, 
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unaffected expression of the construc- 
tional system adopted and the component 
units of the plan. The total estimate of 
cost is based on a fair assessment of 
building values ruling in May last and the 
first instalment can be built for the stipu- 
lated amount of £120,000. The com- 
pactness of the planning is reflected in the 
low cubic content of the scheme compared 
with other designs, which has enabled the 
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winner to estimate at an adequate cubic- 
rate figure. 

The following points in planning re- 
quire further consideration : 

(a) Access to dressing-rooms and access 
from dressing- rooms to stage need 
improving; the stairs to stage are too 
close to the proscenium opening. 

(b) Access to fuel store is inadequate 
and a boiler flue is required. 
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First-floor plan. 


WINNING DESIGN : ENRICO DE PIERRO, BArch(McGill), ARCHITECT 
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DESIGN PLACED SECOND : By T. C. RALPH and H. 3. GORDON, AA.RIBA 


OF THE DESIGN placed second (No. 313), the assessors 
report: The building occupies more of the site than is 
necessary, to the consequent curtailment of the outdoor 
recreational area. It is set too far to the north of the site, 
thus extending the main approach road to an excessive 
length. It is shown built in part over questionable sub- 
soil which the competitor has acknowledged in his report. 

The planning is more dispersive than in the winning design, 
but circulation and inter-departmental arrangements are 
well done. The first instalment is compact and would 
present a unified appearance pending future extension. 
The elevations, although not very well presented, are of a 
high quality in design. 


Although the estimate of cost for the total scheme is 
slightly more than the maximum stipulated sum, the cube 
rates are adequate, but it is unlikely that the first instalment 
could be built within the figure of £120,000.

DESIGN PLACED THIRD (No. 306). Of this the assessors say: 
The building is well sited, but the main southerly approach 
is cramped in comparison with the winning design. The 
site layout and landscaping are very well done. The 
planning fulfils the accommodation conditions except for a 
few minor omissions of stores and an instructor’s office. 
Circulation is direct but ground-floor hall areas are unneces- 
sarily extravagant. The entrance - assembly - dining - hall 
‘group is competently planned. The workshops unit is 
well segregated and is good in plan arrangement. 
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Site layout. 


The first instalment is compact but there would have to 
be a considerable length of temporary external walling on 


the ground floor to enclose the circulation areas. The 
elevational design is particularly commendable and is among 
the first six of the best designs. 

The estimate of cost indicates that this scheme is not as 
economic as the winning and second designs ; it would be 
difficult to build the first instalment for £120,000, but with 
strict economy the whole scheme could be built for the 
stipulated total cost.

THE WINNER'S REPORT 


Following is the report of the winner : 

In view of the fact that the building is to be 
built in instalments, it is necessary to make 
a few changes to that part as shown on the 
drawings which is to be built first. 


Entrances.—A cantilevered canopy is to be 
added over the main entrance, and a draught 
lobby at the north-east end where the fire- 
doors to the staircase occur. Light metal 
bicycle parks will also be placed near both 
entrances, which will later be moved to their 
permanent positions. Only that part of the 
service road leading to the service area which 
is between the workshops and the main block 
is to be laid first. 


Temporary Common Rooms.—Although not 
required in the first instalment the bakery and 
one classroom which appear on the drawings 
are to be used at first as common rooms for 
staff and students respectively. A further 
re-arrangement would involve shifting a 
second classroom into the bakery, should the 
staff desire a location nearer the main entrance. 
Cloakroom accommodation is to be included 
with the temporary staff room. 


Tea Arrangements.—Students may go to 
the dining room for their tea, or it may be 
delivered from the kitchen on trolleys and 
served from the multi-purpose counter near 
the common rooms. 

Shop Display Cubicles—The two shop 
display cubicles are placed next to the 
students’ common rooms, away from their 
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department, so that all students may become 
familiar with each other’s work. 


CONSTRUCTION 


Site Work.—The main _through-road, 
service road, service area, and car park to be 
of concrete. Footpaths to be tar macadam, 
and garden paths to be gravel. The boundary 
fence and fences separating the car park and 
service area are to be of welded mesh steel 
Retaining walls are of reinforced concrete 
and brick. Hard-surfaced playing space is to 
be tar macadam. Other paved areas to be 
precast concrete paving slabs. 


Frame (Main Block).—The frame of the 
main part of the building is to be of reinforced 
concrete column and beam construction, with 
hollow block floors, generally in 20 ft. square 
bays, and rubbed-finished externally. 


Auditorium and Gymnasia.—The auditorium 
and gymnasia are similarly constructed in 
concrete up to first-floor level, but above 
this steel stanchions and trusses spanning two 
ways, trusses to be asbestos sprayed for fire- 
proofing. The roof is concrete hollow block 
with glass bricks in concrete mesh for top- 
lighting in the gymnasia. The three gymnasia 
are treated as one large space divisible by 
movable partitions. 


Workshops.—The workshops have light 
steel stanchions and two-way triangular 
trusses spanning a bay 20 by 4oft., glazed 
on their northerly slope, with corrugated 
asbestos on the south. 


Stairways.—Stairways to be reinforced 
concrete with non-slip tile surface and 
enclosed in wire-glass for fire-protection. 


Walls (External).—The exterior wall in- 
fillings to be of cavity construction, the inner 
skin of lightweight concrete blocks, plastered 
and painted, and the outer skin of face brick, 


_grey in colour, with engineering blue brick 


on return walls and recesses formed by 
terraces and covered passages. 


Windows.—Purpose-made window frames 
to be corrosion-resisting aluminium alloy, 
with fixed plate-glass, flat-drawn in opening 
lights, and Georgian wired cast glass where 
the glazing comes to floor level. 


Doors.—Wood, flush and painted. 


Partitions.—Generally to be of hollow block, 
plastered and painted. Workshop partitions 
to be single thickness grey brick. Openings 
to be framed in metal, with hollow core flush 
wooden doors. Lavatories and kitchen to 
have 6 by 6 in. glazed wall tile dado. Movable 
partitions to be folding in gymnasia, and 
equipment stores to have collapsible gates. 
The tutorial room to be divided by “‘ accordion 
pleated ” folding doors. 


Roofs.—Roofs to be flat and with two 
inches of insulating roof screed, finished with 
four layers of felt and mastic topped with 
gravel, or preformed tar macadam tiles 
where exposed to traffic. 


FINISHES 

Floors.—To be finished mainly with 9-in. 
square asphalt tiles laid on screed. Workshop 
floors of exposed cement screed. The main 
entrance hall floor to be of stone slabs. ‘The 
gymnasia and auditorium to be wood strips 
laid on sleepers fixed to concrete slab in the 
gymnasia and sprung in the auditorium. 
Private offices and staff rooms to have wood 
block. 


Walls.—Plaster surfaces to be finished in 
gloss-finish water paint or enamel. The 
choice of applied colour to be controlled by 
orientation (light reflection of colour), the 
function of the particular areas being con- 
sidered.

Lighting.—Natural. Top lighting to be 
of solid glass bricks in concrete mesh. North 
lights in workshops to be light-diffusing glass. 


Control of natural light is generally by 
venetian blinds, and curtains in common 
rooms and offices which may require them. 
Total exclusion of light in lecture room and 
auditorium to be by black pleated blinds and 
curtains. 


Artificial light to be provided by tungsten 
light fittings in all rooms, in ceilings for 
general illumination and drop fittings over 
work benches and desks. 


Heating.—All rooms are to be equipped with 
one or more “ heater units ” which circulate 
warm air, the source of heat being hot-water 
pipes carried through the building in an 
underground tunnel and above suspended 
ceilings in the corridors, 


Ventilation.—Natural.—The top-most se¢- 
tion of the windows to be fitted with louvres 
for permanent ventilation where desired, or 
generally of hinged lights. The large centre 
sections are fixed, and the continuous opening 
lights at cill height to be pivoted and side 
hung. 


Artificial—Artificial ventilation, where 
required (science labs) to be by means of 
ducts above the suspended ceilings in the 
corridors, connecting to mechanical equip- 
ment which discharges through the main 
vertical duct. Kitchen and shower rooms 
and workshops to have electrical extract fans 
connecting directly to the open air. The 
auditorium to have natural ventilation through 
openings near the floor and roof ventilators.

ACOUSTICS 


Where nécessary for absorption, perforated 
fibre-board tiles to be applied to ceilings. 
The music department and all workrooms 
with noisy activities or machines to have 
absorbent ceilings, and where the sound is to 
be kept from neighbouring rooms the parti- 
tions to be double skin. The rear wall of the 
lecture room to be treated acoustically.

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TENDERING AND A CENTRAL 
ESTIMATING OFFICE 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Your correspondent Mr. Kell 
has outlined a system which, on the 

face of it, should work admirably, but one 
wonders for how long. The success of 
such a scheme woufd ultimately depend on 
the ability of the estimator of each firm to 
assure himself that in the main the 
‘prepared bill was adequate’”’ and that 
it was “ only a question of advantage of 
territory, etc,’”? which was left in doubt. 
Unfortunately, at the end of one whole 
year, for every present trained estimator 
there would arise two dozen ‘“‘ new-style 
experts ”’ who (to put it delicately) would 
be “‘ in a position ” to announce just t 
right percentage to add or deduct. 
total eclipse of skilled estimators might 
well follow, for it is only by keeping 
steadily at the job of estimating and 
refining figures by comparison with actual 
results that an estimator remains efficient. 
No skilled estimator is bored or afraid of 
his task, however wearisome it may appear 
to others. He is not expecting success 
oftener than one out of six sr ten attempts, 
but he is steadily building up his know- 
ledge all the time, not so much to enable 
him to compete for simple blocks of flats 
ad nauseam but for much more difficult 
and considerably more interesting jobs 
such as alterations and additions, difficult 
site work and special types of construction. 

One should bear in mind that a skilled 
estimator is an individual who has been 
trained to arrange a series of figures in a 
progressive manner to suit his own 
theories and viewpoint. Alter any of these 
figures and immediately the series will 
appear wrong to him. One estimator will 
compare another’s work with his own by 
valuing the magnitude of the apparent 
high figures with that of the apparent low 
figures, and will not pass jadgement until 
this “‘ add and deduct ” process has been 
gone through and the balance known. 

Your correspondent’s central office plan 
would be treated in a similar way by “‘ adds 
and deducts” to get a so-called true 
picture as seen through the eyes of the 
builders’ estimator. While he is function- 
ing daily at his task this would be easy, 
but as he became less actively engaged in 
the task of preparing estimates himself, 
so criticism of the right kind would 
become harder and subsequently he would 
adopt whatever was offered and try to 
guess what the other builders were going 
to do. The percentage ‘‘on and off” 
would then for a time be the guess of 
anybody or everybody, or until the last 
job result became known and then the 
guess would be based on that theory. 
In this way we should be back to the very 
worst possible type of basis of contract, 
viz., the schedule of rates, where the 
estimator, faced with a lot of rates, tries 
to figure out one percentage which wilk 
cure all the ills. It should be borne in 
mind that, if this central scheme is made 
to look too easy, clients might want 
tenders by the gross, and it might be 
difficult to deny thém, especially if results 
varied considerably. 

Before imperilling our present system 
(which suffers somewhat because of the 
low standards of building construction 
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possible to-day and makes worth consider- 
ing a suggestion such as Mr. Kell puts 
forward), let us look at the factors which 
would assist in restoring equilibrium to 
the estimating department of the builders 
and to lead to greater good health in all 
other departments. 


First, greater technical knowledge and 
full and proper training for the student. 
This must come te be as time goes on and 
removes that crust of half-trained esti- 
mators who were deprived of full and 
complete training by the war years, but 
who have unfortunately done much harm 
quite innocently. 


Second, stability in the material markets 
in price and quality as well as adequacy 
in quantity. Fewer changes in wage 
rates and a greater tendency towards one 
rate instead of more and more bits and 
pieces by way of stamps, fares and allow- 
ances. 


Third, removal of the licence system 
which, will allow architects to prepare 
proper drawings and details and enable 
quantity surveyors, by issuing more 
complete bills without large sections 
of provisional quantities, to leave less 
and less to chance, and so generally to 
tighten up all round. 


Fourth, limitation of firms tendering 
to reasonable numbers. Make the com- 
petition fair by ensuring that firms of 
similar standing and repute compete. 


As a last word, first-class estimators 
to-day may still live long enough to enjoy 
a partial restoration of the pre-war 
stable market with its slight flucwuations, 
and a return to the days when a fortnight 
was allowed for the tender, days when the 
builder, if successful, started the work on 
the Monday following the day the tenders 
were due. If that happens I am certain 
the Central Estimating Office would 


close.

Think of the case of specialist sub- 
contractors where the architect has not 
himself obtained P.C. items and nomin- 
ated firms for inclusion of their prices in 
the main bill of quantities. Twenty 
general contractors may quote for the 
job and each have recourse to one or more 
of, say, six sub-contractors for each of 
three or four different trades. The 
successful tenderer for the main work may 
have none of the cheapest prices for any 
of the specialist jobs, nor may he use the 
most efficient for the work involved, since 
he is most likely to employ those on whose 
price his tender turned out to be the 
cheapest. Could a central estimating 
office help here ?

IR,—Mr. Kell, in your issue of 
November 23, suggests a_ central 
estimating office and whilst we, like most 
other contractors, would welcome a fair 
price and a relief from the hazards of the 
very competitive tendering of to-day, we 
do not feel that the scheme as envisaged 
would, in fact, save so much time. It is 
agreed that the only safe way to prepare 
a price is to build it up in detail as 
suggested, but how is the builder to check 
the figures of a central estimating office 
other than by preparing another detailed 
estimate in which, in fact, due allowance 
is made for variations in his buying, sub- 
contractors, plant, operating methods and 
other factors which so greatly affect the 
most variable of items, the ‘“ labour 
content” ? 

It is agreed that the analysis, if properly 
prepared, is of immense value to the 
future organisation of the work, the 
labour costing and bonusing, but this can 
only be so if in fact the build-up has been 
prepared by the contractor carrying out 
the work, bearing in mind his plant 
and modus opera Moreover, the 
incompetent ‘“‘ mad’ dog” estimator to 
whom Mr. Kell refers (and of whom we 
agree there are far too many about) would 
be presented by the central estimating office 
with a priced estimate from which it 
would be so easy to “‘ knock a bit off and 
chance it”? without due regard to those 
particular difficulties and hazards which 
are inherent in every contract, and in such 
circumstances it would be difficult to 
avoid this particular temptation. 

Contractors who keep detailed labour 
costs know only too well the vast fluctua- 
tions which occur between the same opera- 
tion on one contract and another ; and how 
an estimating office without knowledge 
of the actual plant and capabilities of the 
contractors’ tendering could produce a 
price which was suitable for all is hard to 
see. Let us add that we do not wish to 
detract in any way from the suggestions 
put forward and deprecate the large num- 
ber of people often invited to tender for 
one particular project; an _ over-long 
tender list goes a long way to destroy 
competition by virtue of the many 
“covers” taken. 

We feel it may be worth while to repeat 
the remark made by that celebrated con- 
tractor, Weetman Pearson (later, Lord 
Cowdray): ‘‘ Put down a fair price for 
the job and do not look over your shoulder 
at the other fellow’s figures.”

Vy JE regret to record the death, which 
took place on Sunday, at Bacton, Nor- 

folk, of Mr. H. Greville Montgomery, 

Liberal M.P. for Bridgewater from 1906-10, 

and founder of the Building Exhibition. He 

was 87. 

Born in 1864, Henry Greville Mont- 
gomery entered the field of technical jour- 
nalism in 1892, when he founded the 
British Clayworker as the organ of the brick 
and tile trades; as an outcome of this the 
Institute of Clayworkers came into being. 
Later he founded the Brickbuilder. In 1895, 
with his brother, the late H. C. Mont- 
gomery, he took over the nearly defunct 
Building Exhibition, then at the Agricultural 
Hall, Islington, and by skilful reorganisation 
over a half-century (latterly in partnership 
with his son, Mr. Hugh R. G. Montgomery, 
and Mrs. Hugh Montgomery) built it up to 
its present state as a leading British tech- 
nical exhibition. The 24th of the series 
(which are now held at Olympia) was opened 
three weeks ago by the Minister of Works. 

The story of the early days of the Build- 
ing Exhibition has much of interest in it. 
When Greville Montgomery and his brother 
first took it over, the hall was customarily 
sprinkled with coconut shies, hoop-la stands 
and other sideshows, any vacant space being 
filled with hansom cabs. From the first, the 
Montgomerys decided to make it a tech- 
nical show, and invited the collaboration of 
a committee of architects under the chair- 
manship of the late Professor Banister 
Fletcher. Each time the exhibition has been 
held since 1895, the President of the R.I.B.A. 
has been chairman of the exhibition. The 
number of exhibits at that first show at 
Islington was 92. In the exhibition recently 
concluded the number was 530. No greater 
tribute to the esteem in which the exhibi- 
tion and its founder are held could be paid. 

Though Greville Montgomery’s main con- 
cern was always the Building Exhibition, he 
had many other interests. He was a 
past-Master of the Tylers’ and Bricklayers’ 
Company; and a member of council of the 
Royal Drawing Society. He was J.P. for 
the County of Norfolk and patron of the 
living of Norton Malreward, Somerset. 
The most kindly and generous of men, his 
benefactions for the most part went unseen, 
but for many years he was a staiinch sup- 
porter of the Architects’ Benevolent Society, 
of which he was a vice-president. He was an 
Hon. Associate of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects. He leaves a widow, one 
son and three daughters. The funeral was 
at Bacton Church on Wednesday. 

Jno. Croad, F.1.0.B. 

THe Southern Counties Federation has 
lost its elder statesman and also a very 
dear friend in the passing of Mr. Jno. Croad, 
F.1LO.B., at the age of 85. 

The firm of Messrs. Jno. Croad, Ltd., was 
established by Mr. Croad’s grandfather over 
100 years ago.

Scale of Fees for State-aided Housing 
Schemes——On the advice of the Practice 
Committee the Council accepted an invita- 
tion from the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government to send a further depu- 
tation to discuss the possib!e revision of the 
scale of fees for State-aided housing 
schemes. 


International Architectural Exhibitions — 
On the recommendation of the Public 
Relations . Committee the Council made 
representations to the Cultural Relations 
Department of the Foreign Office in regard 
to the architectural exhib:t at the Milan 
Triennale and _ international exhibitions 
generally. The Council expressed the view 
that the Institute could not in future take 
part in the preparation of such exhib‘tions 
unless adequate ‘financial support was pro- 
vided and sufficient time was allowed for 
preparation. 


Architectural Competitions: Fees payable 
in the event of work not being proceeded 
with—The Council approved a recommen- 
dation of the Competitions Committee that, 
in view of the continuing stringency in the 
material and financial situation, some modi- 
fication of the regulations for architectural 
competitions should be made in respect of 
both the time limit within which work must 
be begun and the percentage fee payable on 
higher cost projects in the event of the work 
not proceeding. 


The Council accordingly approved the fol- 
lowing revision to Clause E of the 
regulations governing the promotion and 
conduct of architectural competitions :—- 


If, however, within the periods defined 
below, the author of the selected design is 
not instructed to proceed with the work, 
for reasons other than those contained in 
Clause 6, he shall be paid, including the 
premium, the following sums: 

(a} If no instructions are given within 
two years of the date of the award: 
14 per cent. on his estimate of cost up to 
£100,000, 4 per cent. on the next £300,000, 
4 per cent. on the next £600,000. 

(b) If no instructions are given within 
five years of the date of the award in 
competitions of an estimated value ex- 
ceeding £1,000,000, he shall be paid as a 
first instalment, and at the end of the 
second year, the amounts detailed in 
paragraph (a). At the end of the fifth 
year from the date of the award he shall 
receive in addition } per cent. of any sum 
in excess of £1,000,000. Such sums shall 
merge into the commission when the work 
is subsequently executed. 


The provisions of the preceding para- 
graphs (a) and (b) shall also apply in the 
event of the promoters deciding to pro- 
ceed with part of the work only, i.e., the 
author of the selected design shall be paid, 
including the’ premium, the dfierence 
between the scale fees on the work which 
is being carried out and the percentages 
named above on his estimate of cost, and 
such sums shall merge into the commission 
when the remainder of the work is sub- 
sequently executed.

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SPECIALISTS AND SUB- 
CONTRACTORS 


Mr. Eccles on Increasing Productivity 


MR. DAVID ECCLES, Minister of 
Works, was the principal guest at the 
annual luncheon of the Federation of Asso- 
ciations of Specialists and Sub-Contractors, 
held at Grosvenor House, W.1, on Thursday, 
November 29. Mr. D. H. Green, O.B.E., 
M.LC.E., the president, was in the chair. 


Proposing the toast of “H.M. Govern- 
ment,” THE PRESIDENT spoke of the value 
of the Federation in facilitating consulta- 
tions between Government Departments and 
many sections of the building industry and 
its allied trades. In regard to the Govern- 
ment’s desire for an increased flow of 
houses, he asked them, through Mr. Eccles, 
to place their trust in the responsibility of 
the industry, and to cut down to a minimum 
the physical controls which, however well 
intentioned, impeded enterprise and occupied 
time which could more profitably be em- 
ployed. 

Mr. Green went on to emphasise the im- 
portance, while concentrating on new hous- 
ing, of timely repairs and maintenance to 
existing property, and the conversion of 
obsolescent property to meet present-day 
housing needs. In this connection he made 
the point that, while the cost of conversion 
might be as high as that of building new 
houses, the consumption of materials was 
much smaller. Some modification of the 
Rent Restriction Acts was, however, neces- 
sary if full advantage was to be taken of 
this field. 

Speaking of the difficulty in which many 
small- and medium-sized firms found them- 
selves to-day over finance, Mr. Green drew 
attention to “the increasingly slower pay- 
ment which one experiences from Local and 


. Government bodies,” and said that anything 


the Ministry of Works could do to ease these 
difficulties would assist them greatly. 

“ Finally,” said Mr. Green, “when we 
have a little elbow room, I hope that it will 
be used to introduce the greatest possible 
variety of building. We are trustees of a 
great tradition of craftsmanship in this in- 
dustry and we owe it to our successors to 
do what we can to train them up in that 
fine tradition. It is very difficult to-day to 
provide all the experience which a young 
trainee or apprentice should have. If we 
are to attract them, we must provide them 
the scope, dignity and remuneration to com- 
pensate for the cost and effort necessary to 
lift themselves above the level of the semi- 
skilled.” 


The Minister’s Reply 

In reply, Mr. Davin EccLes said that 
the request for trust in the industry was the 
kind of remark that could appropriately be 
addressed to a Conservative Government— 
they had got to prove that private enter- 
prise worked, both in its material results and 
in the promotion of good human relation- 
ships between both sides of industry. On 
the question of cutting down physical con- 
trols, that was a question in the solution of 
which he wanted to “go into partnership ” 
with the industry. 

Mr. Eccles spoke of the difficulties of the 
steel shortage, and said that in view of that 
relatively intractable problem it was all the 
more important to increase the supplies of 
materials that could be increased; he was 
at present studying the problem material by 
material. He thought the main thing his 
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Ministry could do to help the building indus- 
try was to provide a feeling of general con- 
fidence—confidence.that they knew their own 
minds and would stick to the decisions they 
had made. 

On the question of conversions of pro- 
perty, he thought the best way would be for 
his Ministry to be able to proceed with de- 
requisitioning the property they held. Rent 
restrictions were “a very hot potato,” but 
he understood that Mr. Macmillan had the 
matter in hand. 

In regard to the needs of rearmament, 
Mr. Eccles went on to say that he under- 
stood the difficulties as between trades when 
there_had to be some transfer of activities. 
They would do their best at this difficult 
time to see that some trades were not pinched 
out, but it was not possible to undertake re- 
armament without any changes of jobs— 
full employment became nonsensical if it 
meant that everyone must: go on in just the 
same job as they were in at present. The 
country had got too rigid and inflexible; 
this must be cured if we were to expand pro- 
duction. Only if we increased our produc- 
tivity by ten per cent. could employers and 
employees go on enjoying the same standard 
of living as to-day. 

The toast of ‘“‘ The Guests” was proposed 
by Major A. C. Brooks, chairman of the 
Council of the Federation, and was responded 
to by Mr. R. E. Enthoven, F.R.I.B.A., vice- 
president of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects.

MINISTRY OF HEALTH 
Report for 1949-50 


SECTION H of the report for the year ended 
March 31, 1950, of the Ministry of Health 
(Stationery Office,.6s. 6d.) deals mainly with 
functions which are now the responsibility 
of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government. In addition to housing and 
local government, these include water 
supplies, sewerage and sewage disposal. Pro- 
gress in the supply of water is indicated by 
the value of schemes authorised during 
the year—£15,750,000, compared with 
£13,741,000 in the previous year. Although 
this is held to be satisfactory progress, if the 
comparison is with the achievement of the 
preceding post-war years, the total work in 
hand was still less than in the peak years 
before the war. Pressure on water under- 
takers to carry out necessary new works to 
pvertake war-time arrears, to meet the 
steadily increasing demand per head of the 
population and to extend piped supplies 
throughout the countryside, remained heayy, 
but “until the national programme permits 
far larger expansion of works of water 
supply than at present, only the most urgent 
of any necessary schemes can go forward.” 


Rural Water Schemes 


Rural water supply schemes authorised 
totalled £5,600,000. These included a large 
number of small schemes. In England 
alone, as many as 817 schemes costing 
£30,000 or less received final authorisation. 
The findings of an informal committee which 
investigated the causes of increased con- 
sumption of water are given. These indi- 
cated an average increase per head of popu- 
lation amounting in England and Wales to 
25 per cent. between 1938 and 1948, an 
increase which might be expected to con- 
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tinue. Any attempt to restrict the use of 
water is regarded as undesirable, but the 
committee held that loss of water through 
waste and misuse (estimated at from three to 
10 gaHons per head per day) must be reduced 
if the essential needs of the consumers are 
not to suffer. 


THE NATIONAL FEDERATION 
President Appeals for Land for Houses 


~=PEAKING at the Annual Dinner of the 

Bournemouth, Christchurch and Poole 
Association of Building Trades Employers 
on Thursday, Mr. STEPHEN HUDSON, 
President of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, said that 
part of the industry which has _special- 
ised in the building of houses for sale 
or letting privately cannot do its job 
unless it is given the licences and unless 
it is in possession of the necessary land. 
“IT appeal, therefore, to local authorities 
to exercise to the full the discretion given 
to them by Mr. Macmillan to grant 50 per 
cent. of their allocation of houses to free- 
enterprise builders and to refrain from com- 
pulsorily acquiring or requisitioning their 
land,” said Mr. Hudson. “The more 
licences such builders are given the greater 
will be their scope for the use of materials 
not in short supply for the speeding-up of 
the rate of house-building for the provision 
of accommodation for middle-class families 
with housing needs as great as those of any 
other class, and for the reduction of the 
heavy charges imposed on the rates and taxes 
in respect of municipal houses. 

“ Free-enterprise builders are anxious to 
get going, and will not be satisfied until 
they are building houses at the same rate 
as in the years before the war,” concluded 
the President. 


CAREERS IN BUILDING 


Exhibition at Burton-upon-Trent 
PPORTUNITIES offered by the building 
industry to young men in search of a 
career, and methods of craft training, form 
the subject of a Careers in Building Exhibi- 
tion arranged by Burton-upon-Trent Tech- 
nical College in co-operation with the 
Ministry of Works. The exhibition will be 
held at the College from December 10-15. 

A plumbing competition for technical 
students, demonstrations of powered hand 
tools, and three Ministry of Works exhibits 
are included in the programme. The work 
of Burton-upon-Trent technical students will 
be on display during the exhibition, and 
there will be film shows and lectures. 

The exhibition will be officially opened by 
Sir Hugh Chance, chairman of Chance 
Brothers, Ltd., on December 10. 

The work of the Building Apprenticeship 
and Training Council is illustrated by charts 
and photographs which explain the recruit- 
ing needs of the industry. A domestic 
plumbing exhibit deals with modern designs 
of layout and the many skilled jobs which 
the plumbing apprentice learns. 

Two lectures will be given during the 
week: “ Apprenticeship,” by Mr. J. C. Cox, 
O.B.E., secretary, B.A.T.C. (December 11, 
7 p.m.), and “ Foremanship,” by Mr. D. E. 
Woodbine Parish, F.1.0.B. (December 14, 
7 p.m.). 

Exhibits will be open to the public (admis- 
sion free) from 4 p.m. on December 10, and 
daily throughout the rest of the week from 
11 a.m. to 8 p.m., in the building department 
of the Technical College, Manor Croft, 
Burton-upon-Trent. 
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NATIONAL JOINT COUNCIL 


Constitutional Amendment Notices 


ACH year, under the National Joint 
Council Agreement, the adherent 
bodies (employers and opératives) have the 
opportunity to submit notices to amend the 
agreement itself or to make substantial 
alterations to the Working Rules, as distinct 
from regional variations on matters of detail. 
The date for sending in such constitu- 
tional amendment notices to the National 
Joint Council is November 15, but if notices 
are submitted by one side, 14 days extra 
are allowed to the other side to consider 
giving counter-notices. The notices are 
duly circulated to all the adherent bodies 
on both sides, and evidence on them is pre- 
sented to the Statutory Meeting in January. 
This year the notices which have been 
submitted to the National Joint Council are: 
(1) By the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Operatives (on behalf of the 
Operative Parties): (a) General Wage Level. 
—For a general increase in wage rates of 6d. 
per hour in all districts ‘and all grades. 
(b) For an increase in the existing Tool 
Allowance for carpenters, plumbers, masons 
and their apprentices (in prescribed circum- 
stances) from 2d. to 4d. per day. 

(2) By the N.F.B.T.O. (on behalf of the 
National Association of Operative Plas- 
terers): For a new tool allowance of 2d. per 
day for plasterers and their apprentices. 

(3) From the Amalgamated Union of 
Building Trade Workers: For an additional 
payment, under National Working Rule 3a 
(Extra Payments), of 2d. per hour to brick- 
layers and masons “when engaged in the 
laying of concrete blocks.” 

(4) From the National Society of Painters: 
For alteration of the existing Height Money 
Rule so that the extra payment would not 
be confined to “detached work calculated 
from the point of control,” but would apply 
also in all cases where “ladders aré used 
in place of scaffolding or cradles.” 

(5) From the three Labourers’ Unions 
(jointly): Watchmen—For alteration of 
National Working Rule 1 (f) so that adjust- 
ments in the shift rate for watchmen shall 
not be dependent upon submission of a con- 
stitutional amendment, but shall be “in 
relation to the Sliding Scale set out in 
Rule 11.” (An incidental effect of this 
Sliding Scale application would be an in- 
crease for watchmen, in February next, to 
16s. 9d. in the Provinces and 18s. in London 
and Liverpool.) 

(6) From the N.F.B.T.O. (on behalf of the 
National Union of General and Municipal 
Workers: Extra Payments (National Work- 
ing Rule 3a)—For an addition to the rule in 
order to give an extra 2d. per hour to 
“Operatives, when engaged on treating 
timber with creosote or other forms of 
wood preservative.” 

(7) From the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers: National Work- 
ing Rule 2—Working Hours (Dinner 
Interval)—For incorporation into the rule of 
provisions having the following effect: “On 
any job (other than under 4 (b) and (c) of 
the Rule) where a majority of the operatives 
so request, the employer shall be at liberty 
to vary the length of the Dinner Interval, 
provided always that it shall be not less 
than half an hour nor more than one hour.” 
(Realising that this requirement might raise 
technical complications in respect of the 
winter-time period where artificial light can- 
not reasonably be supplied, the- National 
Federation has submitted an appropriate 
re-wording of the existing Rule. 
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L.C.C. HOUSING SITES AT 
WOOLWICH 


Proposal Involving 260 Acres 


AT their meeting on Tuesday the L.C.C. 

had before them a proposal of the 
Housing Committee to use for housing pur- 
poses a site of more than 260 acres at 
Abbey Wood, Woolwich; 157 acres will be 
taken from land belonging to the council 
at its Southern Outfall Works and 74 acres 
will be available from the council’s allot- 
ments in Church Manor Way. The remain- 
der, nearly 100 acres, comprising three sports 
grounds, some market garden and allotment 
land, three factories, six houses, and four 
sites used by caravan-dwellers, is to be 
acquired. The value of the whole site, 
together with the cost of clearance and 
partial development, is estimated at £233,000. 
The Housing Committee consider the site 
will be suitable for development as a neigh- 
bourhood unit with shops, schools, churches 
and provision for industry. 

Because the site is divided by a railway 
and is low-lying, special works will need 
to be undertaken at an estimated additional 
cost of £200,000. The committee intend to 
report fully on this aspect of the proposal 
at a later stage. 


Steel from France 


To help meet the shortage of steel for 
housing, the L.C.C. decided in July last to 
purchase 800 tons of French steel. This 
consignment did not arrive, but . another 
consignment of 600 tons is being obtained 
by the Housing Committee at a 10 per cent. 
higher price. A further 200 tons at this 
price has also become available and is to 
be bought. The additional cost involved is 
£39,600, of which £34,000 has already been 
approved. 


HOUSING PROGRESS REPORT 


Figures for October 


THE latest housing summary presented to 
Parliament jointly by the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government and the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland, shows that the 
number of permanent houses completed in 
Great Britain during October was 17,724 
compared with 17,168 in September and 
with 17,603 in October, 1950. 

The total number of houses completed 
under the post-war programme is now 
1,136,354 (979,208 permanent and 157,146 
temporary). 

During October, homes were provided by 
new building, repair of unoccupied war 
damaged dwellings and conversion for 
18,445 families; compared with 17,962 in 
September and 15,468 in August. This 
brings the total number of families rehoused 
by these methods under the post-war pro- 
gramme to 1,426,579. This total does not 
include homes provided in service camps or 
requisitioned properties. 


DAYWORK CHARGES 


Increase for Painters 


IT HAS BEEN AGREED between the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
and the Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors that the charge for the use of painters’ 
brushes shall be increased from 2d. to 3d. 
per hour on the wages of working foremen 
painters, painters, painters’ labourers and 
apprentices. , 

The necessary alteration in paragraph (h) 
of Schedule “C” on page 6 of the National 
Schedules of Daywork Charges dated June 1, 
1950, should be made.

A Mock Arbitration 


HE name of Marcus Aurelius will not 
be found in the London Telephone 
Directory. But for all that he is quite a 
substantial owner of property in London. 
At least he was for the purpose of the 
Mock Arbitration, which the L.M.B.A. and 
the Institute of Arbitrators staged in the 
Henry Jarvis Hall ,at the R.I.B.A. last 
month. Did not the learned arbitrator, in 
the person of Mr. Sydney Tatchell, C.B.E., 
F.R.I.B.A., announce that he had received 
a message from Marcus Aurelius in Rome 
regretting his inability to be present? Was 
not his name in the pleadings as _ the 
“ building owner”? 

On the one hand it was good fun; on 
the other it fulfilled the very useful purpose 
of explaining to some 450 builders and 
others how an Arbitration Tribunal works. 
And while the ‘hall held only 450, there 
were nearly 2,000 applications for tickets. 
So there is to be a repeat performance early 
in the New Year. 

Learned counsel stated the case for the 
claimant, in this case Mr. A. W. Yeomans, 
one of the L.M.B.A.’s vice-presidents, and 
for the respondent, in this case the unavoid- 
ably absent Marcus Aurelius, represented by 
his architect, Mr. Frank Scarlett, and his 
quantity surveyor, Mr. E. H. Palmer. Coun- 
sel for the claimant was Mr. J. Fox-Andrews, 
barrister-at-law; counsel for the respondent, 
Mr. L. Harragin, barrister-at-law. 

Counsel examined and re-examined the 
witnesses, to the obvious entertainment of 
the audience, and at the end the Arbitrator 
gave his finding. In real life the Arbitrator, 
having heard the evidence, would have cogi- 
tated on it for a month or two, but a 
certain latitude is allowed in a practice case, 
and Mr. Tatchell’s verdict, given on the spot, 
clearly pleased cast and audience alike.

PLASTERERS’ ASSOCIATION

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NEW INVENTION 
Double Glazing Device 


THE new double glazing device developed 
by Mr. G. R. Christian, of West Coverts, 
Ulgham, Morpeth, Northumberland, is 
capable of being fitted at low cost to any 
standard window frame, metal or wood. 
Where windows are already glazed the 
device can easily and neatly be fitted with- 
out removing the original glass if this is in 
‘good condition; the old putty pointing only 
is removed (and this by a new technique), 
and for all practical purposes the new 
double glazing device takes up no more 
room than the original putty pointing and 
fits flush with the frame. 


The device (for which a patent has been 
applied for) consists of a special frame 
fabricated by heat application from plastic 
strip to any size required of the following 
section 


° “7 Frame 
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Two-thirds full size. 


and in its rebate is mounted a single pane 
of glass made airtight with a special cement, 
and this frame, being resilient, fits snugly 
into the window frame, the sides of which 
as well as the face and sides of the device, 
having first having been coated with a 
special liquid cement, resulting in a secure 
and permanent fixture. 


When the device is to be mounted in new 
metal or wood window frames, they are 
glazed in the ordinary way first, except that 
putty or glazing compound is used for 
bedding-in only, no pointing being done, the 
device then being fitted as previously 
described. 


The air-space between the two glasses is 
provided in the design of the frame, as can 
be seen from the section; provision is made 
so that this air space, which is hermetically 
sealed, can be tapped by removing plugs of 
sealing compound from ducts provided in the 
top and bottom sashes of each frame so 
that dehydrated air can be introduced -and 
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The photograph shows one half of the window 

with single glazing, the other half having the 

two bottom panes double-glazed and painted ; 

immediately above them is a unit fitted, neither 

filled nor painted ; and the top pane ts being held 
so as to convey how the unit fits. 


any moist air expelled, if and when required, 
and resealed with ease. After filling and 
painting, a neat.and pleasing effect is 
achieved. 


DIFFICULTIES OF OPERATING 
INCENTIVE SCHEMES 
F.M.B. Speaker’s Views = 
"THE recent investigation by the Ministry 
of Works into the working of incentive 
schemes in the building industry gave no 
cause for alarm, although the Méinistry’s 
sample survey showed that only 28 per cent. 
of the building sites investigated were actu- 
ally operating incentive payinents schemes 
and that only 41 per cent. of the men on these 
sites were working under such schemes, said 
Mr. Noet LANDAU, vice-president of the 
Federation of Master Builders, at a meeting 
of the Tynemouth branch of the Federation 
on November 29. “ This is a very encourag- 
ing start and I feel certain that, with a better 
psychological atmosphere generated into the 
building industry and a more adequate flow 
of materials available, these figures will 
improve,” he continued. 

There were enormous difficulties facing 
master builders in putting incentive schemes 
into practice. Certain types of work were 
very difficult to bonus. Housing contracts 
were not difficult as, in the main, there was 
a continuity of work and repetition of opera- 
tion which enabled the employer and the 
men’s representatives to arrive at both a nor- 
mal day’s working and the amount of work 
which could be bonused. He would say that 
ordinary civil engineering contracts and, 
indeed, the building of hospitals, and factor- 
ies and other large buildings were capable of 
carrying incentive bonus schemes. A great 
number of building trades operatives were 
engaged on repair, maintenance and con- 
version work. Here it was not only quantity 
of work but also quality and ingenuity of 
work that counted. The difficulty at once 
arose that whereas the men on the straight- 
forward building of a brick wall were able 
to work under bonus schemes, the highly- 
skilled craftsmen on the repair work were 
often precluded from doing so. This gave 
rise to obvious difficulties. 
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“TI hope in the months to come that, sub- 
ject always to the defence programme, 
the new Government will be evolving plans 
which will enable the ordinary master builder 
to give more of his time to the implementing 
of these bonus schemes and less to form-fill- 
ing, and chasing materials,’ Mr. Landau 
added. 


TOTTENHAM TECHNICAL 
COLLEGE 
Annual Prizegiving 

THE Tottenham Technical College 

Department of Technology held its 
annual prizegiving ceremony on November 
29. Sir George Gater, G.C.M.G., K.C.B., 
D.S.O., distributed the awards to part-time 
day and evening students attending courses 
in building technology, building crafts, gas 
technology, gas fitting, cabinet making and 
wood machining. 

Mr. G. F. Rose, M.A., principal of the 
College, said that the education programme 
for the building trades was now well estab- 
lished, and he paid tribute to employers for 
allowing many students to attend day 
courses. Dislocation must be inevitable 
under such circumstances but he felt that 
it was the duty of the employer to arrange 
for the education of his staff. 

The chairman of the Governing Body, 
Alderman A. Reep, J.P., referred to the 
record of the college and was gratified to 
have so many distinguished visitors there. 
These included Councillor and Mrs. J. W. 
Hollingsworth, Mayor and Mayoress of 
Tottenham, Sir Luke Fawcett, Lord and Lady 
Morrison, Mr. T. B. Wheeler, chief educa- 
tion officer to the Middlesex County Council, 
Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, vice-president 
L.M.B.A., and Mr. D. A. G. Reed, principal, 
Brixton School of Building. 

The special education needs for those in 
the building trades, according to SIR GEORGE 
GATER, were a good general education, 
obtained before entering th¢ technical col- 
lege, training in craftsmanship, including 
full practical work, and eventual training 
for the supervision of others. There should 
be, for the more successful students, full 
training for management at the higher levels 
of industry. 

Sir George went on to say that the State 
had now provided full facilities for further 
education on different subjects and crafts 
and it was the responsibility of each man to 
make the full use of the opportunities aris- 
ing from these new developments. No-one 
should put self before others but rather show 
a delight in being able to do something well 
combined with a sense of responsibility to 
others. There was no industry where one 
could do more for one’s fellow citizens than 
the building industry.

NEWS IN BRIEF 


Replica of Skylon 


Stretford Development Committee have 
approved an application to erect an 
ilfaminated skylon at Chester-road, a replica 
of the South Bank Skylon. The structure 
must not be more than 38 ft. 6 in. high and 
the illuminated pylon no more than 
22 ft. 6 in. in height. 


Shipment of Houses to Israel 


A contract has been signed between 
the Jewish Agency and the Swedish manu- 
facturers, Hedlunds Travaru AB and Aseda- 
hus, for the delivery to Israel of Swedish 
prefabricated houses. The deliveries will 
start immediately and be completed within 
eight months, and are valued at £827,600. 
Half of the purchase sum is to be paid in 
U.S. dollars, which will mean a payment of 
$1,200,000 by the Israeli Government. 


C.LD. Annual Report. 


The Council of Industrial Design has 
issued the sixth annual report for the year 
ended March last. An account of the 
Council’s contribution to the Festival of 
Britain is given, together with details of a 
new venture, the arrangement for local fur- 
nishing retailers to display their products in 
show houses or flats on new houing estates. 
The report also contains information on the 
various departments within the organisation 
and a section is devoted to the Scottish Com- 
mittee of the Council. 


Encyclopaedia Britannica Competition 

Two new categories have been announced 
for the 1951 British Press Pictures of the Year 
Competition, organised by the Encyclopedia 
Britannica. The two groups are industrial 
and technical pictures and merchandise pic- 
tures. These categories have been intro- 
duced for Press photographers who specialise 
in taking editorial pictures for the technical 
journals. Three prizes are offered in each 
of the new categories; the winners will 
receive 50 guineas; second prize 25 guineas; 
and third prize 10 guineas. 


The Guild of Surveyors 

At the first general meeting of the Guild 
of Surveyors, held at the Great Northern 
Hotel on November 1, the chairman, Mr. 
Gordon Tomalin, M.I.Struct.E., was unani- 
mously instructed to convey the deep appre- 
ciation of the guild of the honour extended 
by Professor A. E. Richardson, R.A., 
F.R.LB.A., in becoming their first president. 
In his closing words the chairman said “ with 
this further encouragement the guild will 
gather strength to provide the mark of dis- 
tinction so richly deserved by surveyors with 
years of practical experience. 


Aerial Survey of Iraq 


The Iraq Government have awarded an 
aerial survey contract to Hunting Aerosur- 
veys, Ltd., of London, for the air photo- 
graphy and contoured mapping of a large 
part of Iraq. This contract is the first step 
in the economic development of the country, 
as drawn up by the Iraq Government 
Development Board. From the air photo- 
graphs acurate maps will be prepared which 
will be used for many development projects 
in connection with road construction, plar- 
ning of water supplies, land settlement and 
power schemes. The photographs will also 
be used for preparing a, geological map of 
the area as part of a proposed mineral 
survey of the country. 
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Paint Manufacturers’ New Chairman 


Mr. C. A. Carter, managing director of 
the Indestructible Paint Co., Ltd., has been 
elected president of the Society of British 
Paint Manufacturers in succession to Mr. 
C. R. Petrie, chairman and managing 
director of International Paints, Ltd., who 
has been president for the past three years. 


Prominent Labour Deficit 

According to Ministry of Labour statistics, 
the largest increase in vacancies for jobs 
appears in civil and structural engineering 
and building, which likewise shows a reduc- 
tion in the number of registrants, both em- 
ployed and unemployed. This, no doubt, 
reflects the needs of the Defence Pro- 
gramme.

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Royal Mile Development 


EDINBURGH’S R@YAL MILE is to be given a 
“face lift.” Mr. Robert Hurd, Edinburgh 
architect, has been commissioned by the city 
to prepare plans for two schemes for re- 
development in the area. 

Speaking at a meeting of the Edinburgh 
Architectural Association, Lorp Provost 
MILLAR said that in all sonie 50 new houses 
would be built and several others renovated 
and modernised internally under the 
redevelopment. “The characteristics of this 
famous thoroughfare,” he declared, “ will be 
maintained, and the new buildings will be in 
harmony with the adjacent properties. .We 
are not sure what the cost per unit of accom- 
modation will be, but I hope it will com- 
pare favourably with the cost of multi- 
storeyed flats being erected elsewhere. It 
should be kept in mind, too, that new or 
reconstructed property in the Royal Mile 
will have existing roads and services. 

“If these schemes turn out satisfactorily, 
and I am confident they will, I see no reason 
why we should not within the next five years 
get rid of all the hoardings, scaffolding and 
derelict buildings; in other words, give 
Canongate and Royal Mile a face-lift, yet 
retain all the good character of this excep- 
tional street.” 

Speaking of the new town, Mr. Millar said 
that it had at least two great problems. We 
must retain the classic dignity of Charlotte- 
square, the elegance of Moray-place, the 
charm of Ann-street, and other lovely 
squares and streets. We must also, whether 
we liked it or not, acquiesce in the further 
development for commercial purposes of 
some of the older central parts of the New 
Town.” 

He hoped, however, that this would be 
done with more dignity and grace than had 
sometimes obtained in the past. But the 
members of the architectural profession 
could, he thought, do much to guide their 
clients when altering, adapting or rebuilding. 

Interviewed on the question of the Royal 
Mile, Mr. Robert Hurd said that one of the 
important factors was the question of main- 
taining a balance between the restored 
properties, such as Shoemakers’ Land and 
Bible Land and the buildings which were to 
be erected alongside the restored buildings. 
The question of whether the buildings to be 
erected should be of a contemporary charac- 
ter, or be vittually reproduction work was 
oné that would require very careful thought. 

One fact which was of very great interest 
to him was that this scheme, being of a com- 
prehensive nature, might well provide a lead 
to the encouragement of the employment of 
masons on a larger scale than had hitherto 
been possible. 

There would be, added Mr. Hurd, an 
opportunity to introduce a feature which 
was intended about two centuries ago to be 
a feature of the Royal Mile: namely, the 
arcade. “It is not normally desirable,” he 
said, “to have houses on the ground floor. 
There will be a certain number of shops in 
the scheme, and I am at present considering 
whether it would not be to everyone’s adyan- 
tage—tenants, public and persons interested 
in the character of the work—to introduce 
arcading on the ground floor in some form 
which would be proper to the design.” . 

Shoemakers’ Land (1726) and Bible Land 
(1677) originally belonged to the Incorpora- 
tion of Cordiners, and the frontages are 
interesting examples of the architecture of 
the period.

‘ Out-of-Date Houses 


Conversion and improvement of existing 
property can greatly help to solve Scotland’s 
housing difficulties, says a circular which 
has just been issued to local authorities by 
the Department of Health for Scotland, The 
circular is the first step in a move to en- 
courage local authorities and private persons 
to tackle more vigorously the task of bring- 
ing Scotland’s out-of-date houses up to 
present-day standards. 

Accompanying the circular is a revised 
version of the Department’s memorandum 
on the scheme of financial assistance for the 
improvement of housing accommodation. 
This assistance is given, subject to certain 
conditions, to local authorities, private 
persons, housing associations and new town 
development corporations. In order to 
qualify for grant, the improvements made 
must normally result in a house whose life 
is estimated to be at least 30° years and 
which conforms with certain requirements 
—for example, it must be dry and in a good 
state of repair; it must have an inside water 
supply, a hot water system, cooking and 
heating facilities, an inside lavatory and 
bathroom, and (where supplies are avail- 
able) adequate artificial lighting.

New Gorbals Flats 


A SCHEME for the erection of multi-storey 
tenement blocks of radically new design in 
the Gorbals district of Glasgow has been 
produced by a team of housing and plan- 
ning specialists working in conjunction with 
the City Architect and Planning Officer of 
Glasgow, and financial approval of the 
Government is to be sought at an early date. 
The principal feature of the propofal is 
greatly reduced cost, as compared with other 
multi-storeyed flats erected in Edinburgh and 
elsewhere, and a drastic reduction in the 
time of construction. 


It is claimed that once Government sanc- 
tion is obtained, a start could be made 
within seven days on the foundations of an 
eight-storey demonstration block at Tory- 
glen, within a mile of the first area to be 
redeveloped, and that the building could be 
completed in less than a year. 

Among those responsible for the design 
are Mr. A. G. Jury, City Architect and 
Planning Officer; Mr. Sam Bunton, chartered 
architect, who has specialised in the design 
and development of alternative methods of 
house construction, and who is working on 
a similar problem affecting the central 
redevelopment area of Clydebank; Mr. 
W. A. Fairhurst, chartered structural engi- 
neer, a recognised authority on reinforced 
concrete; and Mr. Robert Bruce, chartered 
civil engineer, and a former Master of 
Works of Glasgow. 

A new technique has been devised by the 
team, which, it is claimed, is scientifically 
sound and complies with modern techno- 
iogical requirements. It has as its main 
basic principle an internal structural cross. 
wall related to a method of concrete pre- 
stressing of floors so that these elements, 
together, result in a simple monolithic struc- 
tural design. 

- It will utilise 12 cwt. of steel per flat, as 

compared with the average of 4 tons 2 cwt. 
used in all previous systems based on steel 
or reinforced concrete frame construction. 
Similarly for floor construction, entirely 
new types of pre-stressed concrete floor 
planks have been devised, which are claimed 
to be more economical and simple in manu- 
facture and in site work. The economies, it 
is thought, will make it possible to install 
all essential amenities, such as lifts, refuse 
disposal, etc., at a cost which will keep the 
rentals within the capacity of the normal 
family income. 

In a ten-storey building 40 flats can be 
provided on a frontage no greater than that 
occupied by four three-apartment cottages. 
The final cost of a three-apartment dwelling 
in such a block will be, # is estimated 
£1,723, against £1,915 for a three-apartm<®t 
ttaditional cottage house on a new subm! ban 
estate. , 
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St. Andrews Inquiry 


One of the first inquiries of its type under 
the Town and Country Planning (Scotland) 
Act, 1947 is being held in St. Andrews on 
December 14. An application for the erec- 
tion of a bus station and garage’ was sub- 
mitted to St. Andrews Town Council, as 
planning authority, and approved by them. 
Although there is no third party right of 
appeal under the Act, the Secretary of State 
has directed that a local inquiry be held, 
owing to the many letters of objection which 
have been received by him’ against the 
council’s action in approving-the bus garage 
in this part of the town. 

St. Andrews and Thurso are the only two 
small burghs in Scotland having their own 
planning powers. 


Restoration of Old Properties 


THE SUGGESTION that a public limited com- 
pany on a non-profit-making basis be formed 
in Scotland to buy old properties, restore 
them and sell them, was made by Mr. 
MOULTRIE. R. KELSALL in an address to the 
Saltire Society in Ayr. The preservation of 
the fabric of Scotland’s old buildings, town 
houses and country cottages would be an 
enormous tourist attraction. 


The Department of Health had informed ~ 


him that they would give their unequivocal 
approval and encourage local authorities to 
give licences for the work if such a step were 
taken. The owners-designate would qualify 
for the grants that were available for recon- 
ditioning. The capital necessary would be 
between £30,000 and £40,000. 


“We have now destroyed so much,” 
declared Mr. Kelsall, “that every building 
dated pre-1800 should, if humanly possible, 
be preserved.” 


From a purely utilitarian viewpoint the 
country needed every possible house. There 
were thousands of cottages up and down 
the length of Scotland which could be put 
into habitable repair at far less than it cost 
to build a prefab. Yet bulldozers were 
being put through them to get them down in 
a hurry.
